DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions

The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The invention as claimed in independent claim 1 does not define a special technical 

feature distinguishing the claimed invention over the prior art. The polyimide precursor 

as claimed in claim 1 are fully anticipates by, for example, disclosure of US Patent 

6642393 to Okada et al (see Column 15, line 5 and Column 17, line 5).
